After a time as a 
result of some, allppc-d. .disagreement 
Mr. Kappler withdrew from 
the job

how he lost in a New York faro bank 
between J20.000 and $25,000, which he 
claimed to have made in stock specu- 
lation and other legitimate 
ventures 


while receiving 512 at the bank. 


This initial experience with his own

April and December, 1306, Is what gave 
lim tiie lust that eventually induced 
him to steal from the bank In his vain 
attempt to recover losses that kept on 
growing until he was hopelessly entan- 
gled.

won for a spell, but never succeeded in 
leaving the house with any winnings:

night acquitted.

little more than five hours. 


The courtroom was crowded 
when 


the jury returned at 10 o'clock 
and 


rendered its verdict, 'hundreds of peo- 
ple from Atlantic City and other parts 
of the county having awaited all even- 
ing for news

room. 


\\rhen the verdict w:as announced there 
was a cheer from 
a portion 
of the 


crowd, which was quickly silenced by 
the judge. 


Seyler fairly leaped at 
his 
counsel 


when lie realized that lie was again 
a free man. After greeting his counsel 
he walked over to 
the jurymen 
and 


shook hands with eacli of them, at the 
same 
time warmly 
expressing 
liis 


thanks. The crowd in the 
courtroom 


pressed forward and the acquitted mail 
held an impromptu reception. 


After the stir was over Orvis Seyler, 


William's brother, who bad been held 
as a witness, was formally discharged, 
and the two brothers Immediately left 
the' court house and took a train for 
Atlantic City. 


William Seyler's wife

Atlantic'City before the jury came in. 
Seyler said he was never in doubt that 
the jury would free him.

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MANY CASES LIKE THAT OF MR. TAFTS DOUBLE

F you were one of tho great of tho 


earth—yes, 
even 
one 
of 
the 


Lord's anointed—and were prouc 
of the high station which hard 


work or inheritance had given to 
you, 
wouldn't .it bo a distinct and 


painful shock to1 you to learn that in 
your own country , there was a man 
who looked so much like yourself that 
even your closest relatives found diffi- 
culty inV-telllng you apart? It .would, 
most decidedly. It would be still more 
disagreeable to find that your" double 
was• taking advantage of his-likeness 
to you. physically to drees just as you 
did when you appeared in public and 
was calmly appropriating to himself 
some of the honors which tho public 
was willing and anxioua to give to 
you. 


And yet that Is just the sort of ex- 


perience which great men and, less 
frequently, great women pass through 
very often. Almost every monarch of 
Europe has his double, In some cases 
In his own realm. In America prac- 
tically every president has had his 
physical counterpart. Mr. Taft Is no 
exception. 
One of his doubles Is 


Thomas J. Morley, the Plttsburg po- 
liceman, who recently declined a seat 
at tho Plttsburg baseball game next to 
the nation's chief executive on the 
ground that he did not wish to tako 
away any of the attention that right- 
fully belonged to the president. Very 
modest man that! 
Most of us Would 


give part of an ear to be sitting next 
to the president of tho United States 
when the umpire calls out "Play ball:" 
in such exalted presence. 


Made Himself Up Like the Kaisor. 


Very few doubles of great men are 


as modest as quiet Tom Morley of the 
Pittsburg police, who resembles Mr. 
Taft in height, weight and features so 


closely that the 'president himself was 
amazed by Morley'H photograph. 
Es- 


pecially in Europe have the doubles of 
great men been - only too willing to 
parade before the public and trade 
upon their likenesses to the men of 
high rank. The double of Kaiser Wil- 
helm shown in the accompanying pic- 
ture is a chimney sweep in a little 
German town who carried his folly to 
the extent of having made for himself 
uniforms resembling those worn by 
his sovereign. 
It required an official 


Intimation to the effect that such con- 
duct was displeasing to the'emperor 
to make him desist. It Is reported that 
a hint was' given to tho effect that a 
prosecution for lese majesty would be 
Instituted, against the too presuming 
wlelder of the broom and brush unless 
he took steps to alter his startlingly 
close resemblance to the emperor. It 
is not recorded whether the threat was 
effective; but, judging from the strict- 
ness with which the laws against 
'majestaetsbeleidlgung" are enforced 
In the German empire, it is pretty safe 
to eay that thero Is now one less dou- 
ble of a great man who plays the part. 


The late King Edward was not spared 


the affliction of having some of his 
subjects Imitate, consciously or not, 
lis personal appearance so closely as 
to deceive the public. A case of that 
sort caused a considerable stir in Eng- 
and a short time before Edward's ac- 
cession to the throne, when he was 
still Prince of Wales. Alfred de Stern, 
a member'of a prominent London fam- 
ly and brother of Lord Wandsworth, 
3oro naturally a close resemblance to 
the heir apparent to the throne. 
Be- 


ng somewhat weakminded, ho took 
steps to heighten tho resemblance, 
with great success. Before his mania 
was suspected he attempted to force 
his way Into Marlborough House, one 
of the prince's palaces, declaring that

of a man so closely resembling the 
prlnco struggling with policemen at- 
tracted a crowd, the members of which 
were about to resent the supposed 111 
treatment of their future sovereign, 
when the matter was cleared up. De 
Stern is now under close restraint. 
Resemblance Led to Insano Asylum. 


One of the most pathetic cases on 


record of evil following resemblance to 
a royal personage Js that of the Copen- 
hagen banker Carsven, whose close 
ikeness to Alexander III., the late em- 
peror of Russia, father of the present 
czar, drove him finally into an Insane 
asylum. Flattered in the first place by 
the comments excited by his amazing 
resemblance to the Muscovite auto- 
crat, Carsven set to work to Increase 
t by every means in his power, copy- 
ing the cut of the emperor's beard, 
mltatlng Alexander's gestures and the 
full tones of his voice and actually go- 
ng to the length of having the top of 
lis head shaved in order to ape the 
czar's baldness. 


The banker ended with becoming- so 


thoroughly imbued with the idea that 
10 was not the emperor'a double, but 
the emperor himself, that he grew con- 
vinced that he was in danger of as- 


sassination by the nihilists and that 
the latter were plotting to assassinate 
him. 
He became hopelessly insane and 


had to be confined. 


One double of King Edward is an 


English commercial traveler who tours 
the British islands frequently. 
Ho 


threw the authorities of the towns on 
his Itinerary into flusters before they 
learned that it was not his majesty who 
had deigned to pay them unexpected 
visits. This drummer asserts that the 
likeness has been of considerable serv- 
ice to him In his business, as some of 
his customers wore an much impressed 
with his resemblance to the head of 
the state that before they could re- 
cover from their astonishment he was 
able • to get very good orders from 
them. If it Is a splendid thing to be 
the king, it pays to look-like the king 
--sometimes. 
The advantages to a 


naturally pushing drummer are coun- 
terbalanced by the disadvantages to 
more modest "doubles" of receiving 
undesired and unwelcome attentions. 
There are very few such cases, how- 


ever, since men ran easily avoid being 
"doubles" if they wish by altering their 
facial appearances with beards, or vice 
versa, according to the fancies of the 
exalted ones whom they resemble. 


Case of tho Czar and the Prince. 


A curious case of "doubles" In tho 


royal families of Europe is thftt of the 
czar of Russia and his ilrst cousin, tho 
now king of England. They are related 
through their mothers, who are daugh- 
ters of the late King Christian of Den- 
mark. 
The two men wear their hair 


and beards very much alike, and It is 
difficult to tell them apart. They ore, 
of course, cognizant of the likeness, 
and when they meet they generally 
pose side by side for group photo- 
graphs. The pictures nro reproduced 
in the foreign illustrated papers and 
create much comment. 
There Is not 


much difference in tho ages of these 
two royalties, the czar being forty-two 
and the king forty-five. 
Tho face of 


the latter is slightly fuller and his j 
beard is a trine less pointed than that' 


was not Roosevelt, 
The residents of 


the town v/ere inclined to change the 
festivities Into a lynching bee, but 
they finally decided that the Los Aa- 
geleno was not to blame for looking go 
much like their beloved Teddy. 


Another false Roosevelt in appear- 


ance sells piuture frames In Naples, 
Italy.

It 
is genuine, solid work for tho advance- 
ment of the children of the nation, and 
its ramlficatlon!"BBich Into the homes 
of tho highest and of tho humblest. 
. Tho work of the organized mothers 
embraces effort for children In all 
branches of endeavor. The congress 
advocates the co-operation of homo 
nnd school through tho organization 
of "parents' associations," the educa- 
tion nf parents in the physical and 
economic Injury 
brought about by 


some forms of child labor, prevention 
of Juvenile crime by the providing of 
playgrounds and "recreation centers." 
the establishment of juvenile courts to

Great Crowd Present 


The knowledge that George Coleman, 


the $12 a week bookkeeper who has 
confessed to stealing more than $300,- 
000 from the National City bank of 
Cambridge, was to resume the witness 
stand again today brought a tremen- 
dous crowd to the doors of the United 
States district court today. 


Coleman began his testimony today 


by saying that it was early in May of 
last year that he first took money from 
the hank to use in gambling. He then 
reverted for a time to his earlier ganiT 
bling operations with his own money.

It would be still more 
disagreeable to j!)nd that your double 
was taking .advantage of his likeness 
to you physically to dress just as you 
did when you appeared in public and 
was. calmly apprqr.riating to himself 


t some, of the honors which the public 
was willing and anxious to give to 
you. 


And yet that is Just the sort of ex- 


perience which great men and, less 
frequently, great women.pass through 
very, often. Almost every monarch of 
Europe has his double. In some cases 
in his ow-n realm. In America prac- 
tically every president has had his 
physical counterpart. Mr. Taft is no 
exception. 
One of his doubles Is 


Thomas J. Mortey, the Plttsburg po- 
Hceman, who recently declined a seat 
at the Pittsburg baseball game next to 
th.o nation's chief executive on the 
ground that he did not 'wish to take 
away any of the attention that right- 
fully belonged to the president. 
Very 


modest man that! Most of us would 
give part of an ear to be sitting next 
to the president of the Xlnlted States 
\yhen the umpire calls out "Play ball!" 
In such exalted presence. 


Made Himself Up Like tho Kaiser. 


Very few doubles of great men are 


as modest as quiet Tom Morley of the 
Plttsburg police, who resembles Mr. 
Taft in height, weight and features so 


closely that the president himself was 
amazed by Morley'a photograph. Es- 
pecially In Europe have the doubles o 
great men been only too willing to 
parade before the public and. tradi 
upon their likenesses to the men o, 
high rank. The double, of Kaiser Wil- 
helm shown in tho accompanying pic- 
ture Is a chimney sweep in a little 
German town who carried his folly to 
the extent of haying made for himself 
uniforms resembling those worn by 
his sovereign. It required an official 
intimation to the effect that such con- 
duct was displeasing to the emperor 
to rnake htm desist. It Is reported that 
a hint was given to the effect that a 
prosecution for lese majesty would be 
Instituted against1 the too presuming 
wlelder of the broorn and brush unless 
ho took steps to" alter his startllngly 
close resemblance to the emperor. 
It 


s not recorded whether the threat was 
effective- but, judging from the strict- 
ness with which the laws against 
'majestaetsbelcidigung" are enforced 
n the German empire, it Is pretty safe 
.0 say that there Is now one less dou- 
ble of a great man who plays the part. 


The late King Edward was not' spared 


:ha affliction of having some of his 
subjects Imitate, consciously or not, 
lis personal appearance so closely as 
o deceive the public. A case of that 
sort caused a considerable stir in Eng- 
und a short' time before Edward's ac- 
cession to the throne, when he was 
till Prince of Wales. Alfred do Stern, 
a member of a prominent London fam- 
ly and brother of Lord Wandsworth, 
bore naturally a close resemblance to 
he heir apparent to the throne. Bo- 
ng somewhat weakmindcd, he took 
tops to heighten 
the resemblance, 


vith great success. Before his mania 
vas suspected he attempted to force 
IB way into Marlborough House, one 
f the prince's palaces, declaring that

czar, drove him finally into an Insane 
asylum. Flattered in the first place by 
he comments excited by his amazing 
resemblance to the Muscovite auto- 
crat, Carsven set to work to increase 
t by every means in his power, copy- 
ng the cut of the emperor's beard, 
mltating Alexander's gestures and the 
'ull tones of his voice and actually go- 
ng to the length of having the top o£ 
his head shaved in order to ape the 
:zar's baldness. 
, 


The banker ended with becoming so 
horoughly imbued with the Idea that 
10 was not the emperor's double, but 
he emperor himself, that he grew con- 
Inced that he was in danger of as- 


saselnation by the nihilists and. that 
the latter were plotting to assassinate 
him. 
He became hopelessly insane and 


had to be confined. 


One double of King Edward Is an 


English commercial traveler who tours 
the British islands frequently. 
Ho 


threw the'authorities of the towns on 
his itinerary into flusters before they 
learned that it was not his majesty who 
hail deigned to pay them unexpected 
visits. This drummer asserts that the 
likeness has been of considerable serv- 
ice to him in his business* as some of 
his customers were so much impressed 
with his resemblance to the head of 
the state that before they could re- 
cover from their astonishment he was 
able to. get very gogct orders from 
them.' If It Is a.splendid thing to'be 
the king, it pays to look like the king 
—sometimes. 
Tho advantages to a 


naturally pushing drummer are coun- 
terbalanced by the disadvantages to 
more modest '"doubles" of receiving 
undeslred and unwelcome attentions. 
There are very few such cases, how- 


ever, since men can easily, avoid being 
"doubles" if they wish by altering their 
facial appearances with beards, or vice 
versa, according to the fancies of the 
exalted ones whom they resemble. 


Case of tho Czar and the Prince. 


A curious case of "doubles" in the 


royal families of Europe is that of tho 
cznr of Russia and his llrst cousin, the 
new king of England. They are related 
through their mothers, who are daugh- 
ters of the late King Christian of Den- 
mark. The two men wear their hair 
and beards very much alike, and It Is 
difficult to tell them apart. They are, 
of course, cognizant of the likeness, 
and when they meet they generally 
pose side by side for group photo- 
graphs. 
Tho pictures are reproduced 


in the foreign Illustrated papers and 
create much comment. There is not 
much difference in tho ages of these 
two royalties, the czar being forty-two 
and the king forty-five. 
The face of 


tho latter ig slightly fuller and his 
beard is a trine less pointed than that' 


of his Imperial cousin. It is rather in- 
teresting to see on the thrones of two 
of the world's mightiest empires men 
who resemble each other so closely.
